Dear Professor Tanner: 


I am somewhat at a loss in responding to your letter requesting 
information which would be of use in Gonnection with my talk. - 


From the fact that I am gecretary-Librerian-BSditor of the 
American Numismatic Society you wili get some line on my work. I have 
an A.M. degree and have published two monographs, one in 1921 entitled, 
"Coin Hoards" and another in the same year on Medallic Work with A. A. 
Wyman. I have in preparation a bibliography of Greek Coin Hoards which 
is almost through the press. My college was Rutgers and I had the benefit 
of five years with Dr. John C. Van Dyk in the Sage Library et New Bruns- 
wick after graduation, This included summers spent studying all but 
one or two of the first rank Buropean galleries with him. in 1922 to 1923 
I had a year at the American School of Classical Studies at Athens. 
My contact with Mr. Newell, President of our Society here has been a .- 
further stimlation and deve lopaent. 


This past Spring I delivered the talk of which Mr. Reilly may 


have told you, before the Numismatic and Antiquarian Society of Philadelphia _ 


and they have been very complimentary in their references to it. In that 
talk, "Greek Coin Hoards” I pointed out that most of our fine Greek coins 
come from such hoards, described the conditions in which some of them have 

- peen found, enalyzed the economic and numismatic elements which go into the 
forming of these hoards and gave illustrations from a number of such accumu- 
lations. Then in the slides I briefly described significant coins such as 
have been mentioned, and added somewhat to the attractiveness by illustrat- 
ing the sort of country in which the hoards were found. 


I hope this rambling statement will give you something of what you 
desire, but being somewhat indefinite as to just what you need, I have made 
it more disoursive than the circumstances perhaps warrant.
